bombing planes today showered be- 
tween 30 and 40 bombs on the 
Swedish frontier village of Pajala, 
setting many buildings afire but 
causing no casualties, dispatches 
from the border region reported. 


The Swedish minister to Moscow 


was directed to deliver a vigorous 
protest to the Soviet government. 


Four buildings in Pajala. a village 


of 3,000 inhabitants five miles from, 
the Finnish frontier, were destroy- 
ed and others set afire by the raid- 
ers, who descended to 3,000 feet be- 
fore unloading their bomb cargo. 


The Stockholm newspaper Afton- 


bladet said half the town was burn- 
ing. 


The terrified inhabitants had brief 


warning of the approaching planes 
from the village of Kengis, which is 
closer to the frontier. Thus most 
residents were able to find refuge. 
Many fled to the fields, others 
crouched in their homes. 


Eeveral bombs fell within 100 feet 


of the Pajala church, where some 
villagers were huddled. 


When the attack ended the Soviet 


planes followed the frontier about 
20 miles before disappearing over 
Finland. 


Earlier Raids on Neutrals 


The attack on Pajala apparently ; 


was the second violation of neutral 
Sweden by Russian bombers. On 
Jan. 14, 10 red army planes appear- 
ed over Kallaks island, in the Gulf 
of Bothnia, and dropped as many 
bombs. However, no serious dam- 
age resulted. Island residents re- 
ported that eight of the missiles hit 
off-shore ice. 


Russia, after receiving a strong 


Swedish protest, apologized four 
days later, although in her confes- 
sion of violating neutral territory 
£ha failed to specify the Kallaks in-

At the same time, Moscow expres- 


sed her official regrets to Norway.

A CANAL SCHEME IN OHIO

Commission is out of step with the nation. 


It has actually condemned as an unfit 


project for intelligent men to embark 
upon the projected Ohio Canal which was 
designed to split the state in two, running 
from Lake Erie on the north to the Ohio 
river on the south. 


The Commission is inviting reprisals. 


Who cares whether the cost to the Fed- 
eral government is 225 millions or not?

We will just borrow the money and let 
them pay. 


The Commission is head-achey in its 


details. It says the proposed law would 
make the canal toll-free and that this 
would mean that the government would 
have to pay interest on its cost and then 
a great amount every year on its upkeep. 
But it adds that the only ones who would 
profit by it would be a comparatively 
small number of shippers so located that 
they might use the canal to their advan- 
tage and reap the benefits. 


This, the Commission continues, would 


be a great injury to the railroads which 
are already in considerable agony. But 
here again the Commission drops the ball. 
Who cares what happens to the railroads? 
Aren't they a target for all? 


In this day and age it might be added, 


if anyone would listen, that such a canal 
could be easily built by private capital 
out of the tremendous bank balances of 
the people only, of course, it could not 
be made self-supporting and SEC wouldn't 
consider authorizing the issuance of the 
securities of a company organized for that 
purpose. 


Illy-considered 
ventures, the like of 


which have adorned the national walls 
since 1933, cast their evil shadows for 
many generations after those who secured 
them have passed into Valhalla.

people looked upon it as a plan that would 
have brought immense wealth to a few 
large Ohio shippers and immense harm 
to established carriers, all actually at the 
expense of the people.

FEW COMMUNISTS 


Fact is that the percentage of communists in 


the American Youth congress is relatively neg- 
ligible. The congress includes youth organiza- 
tions from every walk of life—such conserva- 
tive groups as the Y.W.C.A., the Student Chris- 
tion Movement, even the ultra-conservative 
Brooklyn Young Republicans; also such radical 
outfits as the Young Communist league, and 
various trade unions. 


The entire question of communism was 


threshed out in advance of the congress at a 
private White house meeting called by Mrs. 
Roosevelt and attended by about 30 "liberal 
congressmen. 


Frankest advice given the youth leaders came 


from Senator Burt Wheeler of Montana, who 
said: 


"If you want to get anywhere on Capitol Hill, 


you've got to be practical. Get rid of the com- 
munists," 


Youth leaders argued, however, that com- 


munists existed in the United States and in the 
ranks of youth, and that they had a right to be 
heard if the youth movement was really to be 
representative. They told Wheeler that the 
communists could no more be barred than the 
name of the Communist party could be barred 
from the ballots in a presidential election. 


They also argued that to expel the commun- 


ists would merely send them underground, 
make them more menacing; that it was better 
to let them be heard, especially since they 
were in a vast minority. 


In the end, Senator Wheeler was over-ruled. 


The Young Communists' league was continued 
as one of the many heterogeneous members of 
the American Youth congress.

agreed with the Congress, still remains the 
heroine of youth.

Clovis was true to his promise. On ! 
the next Christmas day, he was 
baptized as a Christian, along with 
3,000 of his warr-iors. 


Clovis and his Franks won other 


battles, and obtained power 
over 


a great part of Gaul. Clovis made 
his home in Paris, and was called 
"the most Christian king of 
the 


Franks."
